NOVELIST FRANK CRITIC 
His Stories of Tragic Matrimony 
Recalled by Readers—Di- 
vorce Reports Denied. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2%.—Mrs. Robert W. 
Herrick, whose husband is professor of 
English at Chicago University and au- 
thor of a number of extremely advanced 
novels, today denied reports which have 
been heard in Chicago for some times 


that she was preparing to sue for a di- 
verce or legal separation. 

It became known today that Prof. ee 
rick has failed to visit his wife during 
her Ulness at the home of a ‘riend, 
Miss Mary Rozet Smith, in West Walton 
place, on the Nerth Side. 

When inquiry was made Mrs. Herrick 
said, through Miss Smith, that she was 
still married and that her. sojourn in 
Newport for two years apart from her 
husband had not been for divorce pur- 
poses. 

“He has his werk and I have mine,” 
she said, “and I can only‘repeat that I 
am not contemplating any such step 
as divorce or legal separation.’’ 

Prof. Herrick was not willing to offer 
any explanation of his failure to visit 
hig wife while she was ill or to say why 
they have not been living together. 

Lived in “Faculty Row.” 

The Herricks lived in “Faculty Row” 
ao Lexington avenue, near the Univer- 
sity, until about two years ago. They 
occupied a large and handsome resi- 
dence, which was presented to them by 
Mrs. Herrick’s mother. Prof. Herrick 
is now living with the family of Prof. 
irnst Freund in Woodlawn avenue, but 
most of the time since he and his wife 
separated he has made his abode at 
the Quadrangle Club at the University. 
Philip Herrick, the gon, is attending a 
preparatory schcol in the East. 

Prof. Herrick is best known as the 
author of a.number of novels dealing 
with sex problems in a  particulariy 
frank and daring manner. He has been 
particularly severe in his criticisms of 
the American woman, especially the 
married woman. His book, ““Tegether,” 
published In 1908, reduces matrimony to 
a state of quivering nerves and tragic 
futility. When it appeared a number 
of Chicago women indignantly declared 
at a public meeting that the author 
must have taken leave of his senses. 

What the “university set’’ and know- 
ing readers here are now asking is, Did 
Herrick in “‘Together’’ and his similar 
novels touch too closely on his own do- 
mestic life? Was the Herrick home «a 
scene of soul duels, a battleground of 
jangling nerves? Did the professor say 
at dinner, as he makes one of his char- 
acters say in ‘‘Together?:’’ 

‘Dear wife, let us leap upward out 
of the encircling abyss of things?’ or. 
“Why were we caught by the mistakes 
of self-knowledge and then given the 
revelation, the futile question of human 
hearts ?°’ 

There are those among the  intel- 
lectual up-lifters of Chicago who as- 
cert that these are exactly the sort of 
things that Prof. Herrick used to say 
wife across the domestic board. 

When the professor's book, “Web of 
Life,’”’” appeared in 1900, Mrs. Herrick 
expressed herself as delighted with i: 
and came back indignantly at the crit- 
‘cs when they called it “awful.” The 
critice have been more and more severe 
on his later books, such as “The Hea!. 
er” and ‘‘Together,”’ but Mrs. Herrick 
has had nothing to say in their de- 
fense. 

Prof. Herrick is 4 years old, a native 
of Cambridge, Mass., and a graduate 
of Harvard. He and his wife are firs: 
cousins. She was Harriet Emery of 
Chicago. They were married in 1896, 
eloping to Milwaukee to escape the Iill-

George .Lacy Crawford, & years old, 
insurance man, well-known figure in am- 
ateur sporting circles, director of the 
Cardinals’ baseball team and receiver 
for the International Fire Assurance Co..,, 
died suddenly at Ms home, 4251 West 
Pine boulevard, at 8:55 a. m.

The direct cause of death, according to 
physicians, was an embolism, whicn is 
the formation of a blood clot which finds 
its way into the circulatory system and. 
clogs the heart or the brain, causing in- ' 
stant death. 

Wife Finds Him Rigid. . 

Mrs. Crawford had been sitting at her 
husband’s bedside. He had chatted with 
her pleasantly, and told her he believed 
he was almost well, although he still 
felt weak. The soreness in his throat 
was almost gone, he said. 

Mrs. Crawford stepped into an adjoin- 
ing room to wash her hands. When she 
returned, less than 10 minutes later, she 
found Crawford rigid with flecks of 
foam on his lips. She ran to the hom 
of Dr. M. E. Haase, next door. Dr. 
Haase administered a hypodermic injec- 
tion in an effort to revive Crawford, but 
this failed. Dr. R. E. .-ilson, who had 
been attending the patient, arrived a 
few minutes later. He and Dr. Haase 
agreed that Crawford ha‘, died instant- 
ly. Dr. Haase said the blood clot which 
caused death probably had settled in 
the heart. " 

His 18-year-old son, James E. Craw- 
ford, a student at the Princeton prepara- 
tory school at Lawrenceville, N. J., had 
not been called home. Crawford's other 
child, ‘Lyda, 14 years old, is a pupli at 
Mary Institute. 

Lacy Crawford probably 
was known by as m@hy persons as any 
man in St. Louis. His personality, his 
business connections, his wealth, his 
youthful spirit, and his devetion io 
many ferms of sport made him a promf- 
nent figure.

Crawford was considered by his friends 
one of thei handsomest men in St. Louis. 
Tall, well proportioned and clean cut of 
countenance, he was a figure to attract 
attention in any gathering. 

In the days of horse racing in St. 
Louis Crawford was a prominent mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Jockey Club and he 
owned a stable of high-class thorough- 
breds. For many years he had been a 
director of the St. Louis Horse Show As- 
sociation and had owned many prize 
winners of the show ring, notably Con- 
fidence, a saddle mare. , 

He also was a promoter of coursing 
when that form of sport was popular and 
owned a fine string of prize-winning 
greyhounds, one of which won the classic 
Waterloo cup in Australia. 


Was Supporter of Charities. 


He was fond of appearing unexpected- 
ly at charity entertainments and spend- 
ing his money lavishly. One‘ of his fa- 
vorite -charities was Father Dunne’s 
Newsboys’ Home. 

He was one of the first St. Louigans 
tc take up the automobile and he broke 
several records in making motor ruins 
between &t. Louis and Chicago when 
cross-country automobiling was in its 
infancy. 

Crawford was fond of performing un- 
expected feats of horsemanship in pub- 
jic places in his younger days. At the 
World’s Fair in’1904 he rode horseback 
down a long flight of steps in the Plaza 
St. Louls. Me once startled summer 
dweliers at a Michigan resort by riding 
horseback into a ballroom while a dance 
was under way.

The stingiest man among possible in- 
come taxpayers in the St. Louis district, 
which includes Eastern Missouri, was 
heard from Thursday by Chief Clerk 
Daly of the Internal Revenue office. The 
man, who lives outside St. Louis, objects 
to the requirement that persons who do 
not call at the Federal building and 
swear to their returns shall have them 
attested by the seal of a notary public. 

His reason for objecting is that a no- 
tary public charges a fee of + cents. 

“TIT don’t see,” the man wrote, ‘“‘where 
it will do me, or the Government, any 
good, to have a notary’s seal on my re- 
turn. I don’t mind the money, but it's 
the principle of the thing.” 

He added that if the Government 
would send the 5 cents to him he 
would hire the notary. He inclosed his 
return, without the notary seal. 

The writer assured Daly that his re- 
iturn was perfectly correct, and Daly 
i said that, if it was, the man’s income 

was not taxable, so the question wheth- 

er the man hires a notary becomes an 

“TI-should-worry” proposition for the 

Government. 

Daly also learned that an unsigned 
return had come in an envelope indicat- 
ing that it was made by a Missouri Con- 
gressman, who had forgotten tovaffix 
his name. 

One of the most misunderstood sec- 
tions of the income tax law, the St. 
Louis office has learned, is that which 
provides that incomes from dividends 
or net earnings of corporations, up to 
$20,000, are not taxable. One man, Daly 
said, showed that his income from cor- 

|poration dividends was $17,500, and 
seemed offended when he was told that 
he would not be classed as an income 
tax payer. 

The reason, he was told, was that 
the tax had been deducted at the source, 
but this he found it hard to under- 
stand, and so have a number of others. 
The fact is that the corporations have 
an income tax of their own, and that 
the dividends are, presumably, less be- 
cause of that tax.

Now Schawaker has received a letter 
from Edward H, Mitchell, a lawyer, who 
begs to advise that he has been em- 
ployed by Light to present a damage 
claim on account of alleged slanderous 
words used by Schawacker between Dec.

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TAUSSIG GUARDS — 
PAGEANT FUNDS 
BY SPECIAL PLAN 


Elaborate Accounting. System 
Evolved to Prevent Waste 
of Money Subscribed. 


While others are working to make an 
artistic success of the ‘Pageant and 
Masque of St. Louis in Forest. Park on 
May 2-31, Benjamin J. Taussig, former 
City Comptroller, will see that its finan- 
cial affairs are managed on a basis of 
strict business efficiency. 

In four years at the city hall, from 
1909 to 1913, Taussig became known as 
the watchdog of the city treasury. He 
is now president of the Equitable Surety 
Co. and he accepted the position of 
treasurer of the Pageant Executive 
Committee on the understanding that he 
should intreduce such business methods 
as he might think best. 

Hew to Prevent LoOCseness. 

“Temporary organizations are prone 
to looseness in financial methods,” said 
Faussig, in speaking of this matter. ‘‘In 
some such cases, temporary committees 
have disbursed money with little if any 
system, and have trusted to good for- 
tune and the honesty of those con- 
cerned. This has caused some persons 
to distrust the financial management of 
such undertakings. 

“In view of the amount of money the 
Pageant Committee will have to handle 
and of the fact that all lines of business 
are to contribute, I believe the handling 
of the funds should be as strict and sys- 
tematic ag that of public revenues, or of 
the trust funds of any banking instttu- 
tion. 

“T have stipulated that an accounting 
aystem prepared by a well known New 
York firm of accountaints, especially for 
the use of temporary committees Iike 
this one, be installed. Under this sys- 
tem every cent paid out must be al- 
lowed by the chairman of some commit- 
tee, by Mr. Gundlach, chairman of the 
Bxecutive Committee, and by the Treas- 
urer.”’

New York Appellate Court Sets 
Date for Electrocutions; Gov- 
ernor Alone Can Save Them. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. %—‘Gyp the 
Blood,” “‘Lefty Loule,”’ “Whitey Lewis” 
and “‘Dago.Frank,’’ the four gunmer 
jointly canvicted with former Police 
Lieut. Charles Becker for the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, will be 
electrocuted during the week beginning 
April 13. The date was fixed by the 
Court of Appeals today when the Judges 
signed the four death warrants. 

The exercise of executive clemency by 
Gov. Glynn now is all that can prevent 
the death of the gunmen. No appeals for 
pardons have been received by the Gov- 
ernor. 


Becker, Who Leaves Death Cell To- 
day, Is Visited by His Wite. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—The last day ot 
Charles Becker's stay in he death» 
house at Sing Sing prison today was 
gladdened by a visit from his wife. Ow- 
ing to the death of her mother, .whose 
funeral was held yesterday, Mrs. . Beck- 
er was prevented from going to the 
prison on’ Tuesday, when news'of the 
Court of Appeals decision granting her 
husband a new trial for the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal. was announce: 
from Albany. 

The meeting between the couple why», 
for 16 months, have conversed through 
bars, was pathetic although each at- 
tempted to keep back any outward dis- 
play of feeling. 

The formal order of the Court of Ap- 
peals, permitting the removal of Becker 
from the death house at Sing Sing 
prison to the Tombs in this city, was 
filed here today. It was expected that 
Becker would eat his dinner tonight in 


the Tombs. 


Mrs. Becker~brought a suit of clothes 
and clean linen that her husband may 
leave the prison in other than the cloth- 
ing supplied to departing prisoners. 

Whether Becker wil be tried again for 
the murder of Rosenthal is problematical 
and District Attorney Whitman is un- 
Willing at this time to announce just 
What he will do. If it Is decided that 
there is no possibility of conviction, be- 
cause of the Appellate Court’s ruling 
that the testimony of accompiices must 
be corroborated by witnesses outside of 
the plot, the opportunity for prosecution 
for grafting still is open. 

Alleged Cause of the Killing. 

It was alleged that a quarrel concern- 
ing graft and the possible exposure of it 
to the District Attorney, led to the kill- 
ing of Rosenthal, just as he was about 
w® go before the grand jury and tell wnat 
he knew of levies made on gambling 
house keepers. 

Rosenthal” died more than 19 months 
ago, yet his mother thinks he is sti! 
alive. She Ras never heard of the 
“Beeker case.’’ Becker’s mother died 
last November in the belief that he son 
was “‘out West’’ on police duty. 

Rosenthal’s mother is Mrs. Rose Ro- 
senthal, 72 years old, who Was paralyzed 
two months before Rosenthal was 
killed. She lives with a daughter in 
Brooklyn. Physicians say that the 
truth about her son would kill her. 


Letters Used to Deceive Mother. 
Relatives tell Mrs. Rosenthal that her 
son is in Canada. tegularly she re- 
ceives a letter purported to be from 
him—written by some member of her 
household, with a money order enclosed. 
A .relative reads the letter to her, 
cashes the money order and places the 
cash ‘in her hand. 

The family was hardest pressed at 
the time of Rosenthal’s funeral. The 
mother couldn’t understand what all the 
stir in the house was about. She was 
deceived through her little granddaugh:- 
ters, who were instructed to frolic about 
their grandmother's bed. 

The doctors say that if emotional 
shock is prevented, Mrs. Rosenthal may 
live several years.

Millions in Playthings. 
REPORT from the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Sonneberg, the toy mantu- 

facturing center of Germany, says that 
Germany with a total production of 
playthings amounting to $29,750,000 annu- 
ally, leads all other countries in this in- 
dustry. Of this amount $21,420,000 worth 
are exported, and the remaining $8,330,000 
find a market In Germany. 

German playthings are exported ifn al- 
most equal amounts to other European 
countries, and to over-sea countries, yet 
within the past 10 years there has been 
a slowly monuting tendency to export 
more to countries outside of Europe. Of 
the $29,750,000 worth of playthings made 
in Germany, nearly all are made in the 
Nuremberg and Coburg districts. Third 
in the production is the Saxon Erzge- 
birge, where from $2,142,000 ot $2,380,000 
worth are produced.

Rumors of Trouble in Paris 
Cause Early Selling, but 
Rally Follows. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Feb. .26.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, Says: 

“The two influences on today’s finan- 
cial markets were those now familiar 
matters, the Mexican imbroglio and the 
financial worries of Paris. Both have 
this week appeared to reach a crisis, 
but each, in the later hours today, had 
zt distinctly less disturbing aspect—the 
attitude of England being the reassur- 
ing fact in the Mexican affair. 
“Opening prices on our Stock Ex- 
change were lower, partly under selling 
from the European Continent, and there 
were further early declines, which 
brought some stocks half a point or 
more below yesterday. 

“A rather prompt reeovery ensued, 
which was general, and which occurred 
simultaneously with a return of strength 
on the foreign stock exchanges. 

“This was notably true of London, 
where a sharp upward reaction 
marked trrarked the later hours, and 
where even consols, after falling 3-16 
in the early hours, advanced 4%. 

“Our own market Was strongest 
while London was open for business; 
after the foreign closing, it became 
more or less irregular: but ended 
with some renewed show of strength. 

Paris Market Disturbed. 

“Early morning dispatches from 
Paris appear to have created uneasi 
ness, not only here but at London: 
the ‘inference from those dispatches 
being that trouble in high financial 
quarters might be near at hand in 
that market. 

“Later developments of the day 
indicated that there was much exag- 
geration in these advices, and that 
the actual position of affarrs at 
Paris, though by no means comfort- 
able, was also far from critical. 

“The underlying facts of «tha 
French situation are well enough un- 
derstood. Financial Paris has for 
some years been extending its capi- 
tal engagements too far in foreign 
fields. The Balkan trouble caught it 
heavily -involved in the border states

“The Paris money market itself re- 
mains unruffled—it went down 3-16 per 
cent today, to 24, the lowest figure of 
the year, and a full 1 per cent under 
the official bank rate.: 
“As for the Bank of France, its week- 
ly report today was noteworthy. Not 
only has that institution's gold reserve 
increased this week $2,000,000 (again a 
result of shipments from New York) 
and not only is that reserve now $75,- 
500,000 above last year’s; but what is 
much more important, the week's redtc- 
tion of $7,300,000 in outstanding circula- 
tion brings the account below the pres- 
ent week in 1913.
